Spaniards Read 
Minds of Arabs 


By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
The Spanish Foreign Office forecast ex actly to me in Madrid 
the outcome of the Arab states’ summit meeting that has now decided 
to resume oil sales to the Best, which also affects their rearmament. 
No one in Europe or the Best, and certainly not the French, 
knows the Arabs as well as do these neighbors, the Spaniards. It 
would pay Washington to listen to them carefully in our Middle 


East problem. 
The interrelation is mirrored in the Spanish mores. In Spain 
death is at home. Perhaps as the heritage of Arab fatalism after 
70(1 y ears of Arab occupation, the Spanish seem to 
fear death leas than any Western people. Li the 
flamenco music y ou hear the beat of an Arab 
fantasia. And throughout the south of Spain, and 
ev en in the Street of the knifesellers in Madrid s 
student quarter, the Arab architectural heritage of 
Spain bursts forth. 
Unrealized here. Spanish foreign policy is now 
nearly obsessed with the idea of serv ing as a 
third force in the Middle East disputes. Foreign 
Minister Fernando Maria ( astiella sees Algerian 
TAALOR 
President Houari Boumcdienne, who boy cotted the Khartoum summit 
meeting, as the most dangerous leader in the Arab world ami ev en 
sees Egy pt’s fanatical Ganial Abdel Naser as "mellowed ’ by com­ 


parison. 
Such Spanish authorities insist that we persistently misconstrue 
Arab-Jcw relations. Instead of our impression of ancient mutual 
hatred, there is probably nowhere on earth that Jews hav e tradition­ 
ally liv ed more peacefully and successfully . 
Madrid officials remind y ou that in Palestine, for centuries, any 
child—Jew or Arab—bom in the same week as another became 
automatically a foster-brother or sister of that other child. And 
former British Foreign Office official Anthony Nutting has observ ed 
that it was the Arab peoples and the Moslem ‘‘church 
that gav e 
shelter and asy lum to Jews fleeing Christian Europe’s pogroms from 
the Spanish Inquisition and the persecutions of tsarist Russia down to 
the ghastly ex termination which Hitler called “ the final solution. 
In fact, for long y ears the Palestine Arabs and Jew's were held 
together as allies by their mutual hatred for their British masters. 
As a booty of World Bar I Britain seized Palestine under the 
Balfour Declaration, obtained a League of Nations mandate, and 
set up shop to enhance Britain's commercial and strategic interests. 
This v iolated ev ery pledge England gav e the Arabs to gain their 
wartime help against the Turks. The influx of European Jews and 
the ev iction of the Arabs began then. 
Spanish officials point out that the 92 per cent Arab, eight per 
cent Jewish population was changed to 65 per cent Arab, 35 per 
cent Jewish by the time Britain surrended the mandate to the 
United Nations after W’orld War II. 
Britain constructed the postwar Arab leag ue in 1945. partly 
to protect her own interests in the Sudan, but this aim failed and 
the Anglo-American support of Israel carried the Arab animosity ’ 
against Westerners into an animosity and fear of Israel as well. 
The Spaniards ex plain that in Arab ey es this new state is a 
Western outpost created and supported to serv e Western purposes, 
ev en though the Arabs are unfair in many of their accusations 
against Israel. 
Then, within fiv e months after Britain’s soldiers left Egy pt in 
1956, Britain and France confirmed ev ery ’ Arab suspicion by using 
Israel as a stalking horse to destroy Nasser in their former Cairo 
sphere of influence. 
Madrid diplomats see Israel with a new 
composition today 
apparently we. ov erlook. The Oriental, or so-called Arab. Jews now' 
outnumber the European Jews there. The change is due to a new 
influx of Jews from North Africa combined with a significant “ drift- 
back’’ of European Jews to Europe. This trend, they told nie. was 
about the only feature the Arabs found salutary at the Khartoum 
summit conclav e. 
The Spanish authorities believ e that ev en were Israel to take 
back the million ev icted Arab refugees, dating from 1948 . share the 
Jordan Riv er waters and take all other conciliatory steps, these 
efforts would not be decisiv e. 
They are conv inced that so long as Israel remains a Western 
state and has Zionist aims there can he no hope of peace there with 
the Arab world and they are deeply alarmed bv the renewed Russian 
support which Washington seems to downgrade.

For some of the liberals pres­ 
ent—or watching the TV pick- 
Ups—the National Conference for 
New Politics was a traumatic 
ex perience. This was the first 
sustained ex posure of the “ New 
Left” and the face it presented 
to the nation was ugly , pock­ 
marked by hate, and ruthless. 
These aspects hav e been more or 
less cov ered by the newspapers 
and hav e had their drubbing 
from the pundits. But few hav e 
bothered to put the organization­ 
al structure of the NCNP under 
a microscope or to ex amine the 
motiv ation of those who master­ 
minded the spectacle. 


By now, those who bothered 
to watch know that the New 
Left has been infected by that 
v irulent disease, Communist an­ 
ti-Semitism. That the party of 
Marx , Lenin, and Stalin should 
be a carrier conies as no sur­ 
prise to those who remember 
the 
hook-nosed, 
whip^bearing 
Jews which inhabited the car­ 
toons of (pro-Communist) Amer­ 
ican and Sov iet artists during the 
period of the Hitler-Stalin Pact. 
This was the first time, how­ 
ev er, that it was broadcast by 
the mass media, and it shook 
those who hav e been led to be­ 
liev e that anti-Semitism was the 
ex clusiv e sickness of Adolf Hit­ 
ler, Gerald L. K. Smith, and 
their sorry followers.

Under the rules drawrn up by 
the Communist puppeteers, any 
organization—no matter what its 
size—could hav e a minimum of 
fiv e delegates to the conference.

NEW YORK (NEA)—We shall 
hear 
a good 
deal 
from 
and 
about Stalin’s daughter, Sv et­ 
lana Alliluy ev a, when her m em ­ 
oirs are printed in October. 


Meanwhile, 
her 
“ Twenty Let­ 
ters to a Friend” just issued in 
Russian by a London publisher 
g iv es us a prev iew of what her 
much-publicized book will con­ 
tain. 
According to Sv etlana, her fa­ 
ther, the dictator who ruled the 
Russian people w ith unparalleled 
harshness for nearly three dec­ 
ades, died a horrible but natural 
death, This apparently should 
dispel rumors that he was mur 
dered or poisoned, current in 
Russia and the West since his 
death in 1953. 
More interesting is Sv etlana's 
assertion that Stalin’s death was 
lamented by his puppets in the 
Kremlin 
whom 
he 
tormented 
and terrorized 
for 
close to 30 
y ears. Nikita Khrushchev , for­ 
mer Prem ier Nikolai Bulganian 
and Marshal Klementi Voroshil­ 
ov cried openly and unashamed­ 
ly , she reports. 
Yet only three y ears later the 
same men, at a congress of the 
Russian Communist party , de­ 
nounced 
Stalin 
as 
a 
blood­ 
thirsty dictator guilty of mon­ 
strous crimes. 
“ If 
Stalin 
ordered 
y ou 
to 
dance the hopak—y ou danced,” 
Khrushchev subsequently said. 
This was his justification for 
hav ing taken activ e part in the 
dictator’s m assacres of innocent 
men and women. 
It is, of course, normal for 
children to lov e their parents. 
Sv etlana is no ex ception. But let 
us not be misled by her charm 
and pseudo-ly rical sty le. Under 
her father’s rule Russian chil­ 
dren were encouraged to spy on 
their parents. 
They were 
re­ 
warded for denouncing their fa­ 
thers and brothers. 
Leon Trotsky ’s entire family 
was 
ex terminated 
by 
Stalin. 
Trotsky himself was killed in 
Mex ico by one of the dictator’s 
agents. 
Srietlana’s 
father 
looked 
on 
with satisfaction as Lenin’s clos­ 
est friends, 
the 
“ old 
Bolshe­ 
v iks,” were tortured by the Rus­ 
sian secret police and ex ecuted 
by Stalin’s firing squads. 
Today , as the latest Kremlin 
oligarchs prepare to celebrate 
the 50th anniv ersary of Lenin's 
rev olution, 
there 
is hardly a 
prominent old Bolshev ik aliv e in 
Russia. 
Those who did not die a nat­ 
ural death were killed by Stalin. 
The sole ex ception is old Vy ach­ 
eslav Molotov , a former Sov iet 
prime miniter. But he is an “ un­ 
person” in the Sov iet limbo who 
is not ev en permitted to take 
part in the annniv ersary festiv i­ 
ties. 
Taking her cue from Khrush­ 
chev and Russia’s present rul­ 
ers, Sv etlana tries to shift the 
blame to Lav renti Beria for Stal­ 
in’s crimes. He was her father's 
ev il genius, she claims. 
But the truth is that Beria, 
the former chief of the secret 
police who was shot by Stalin’s 


successors in 19 53, was still a 
functionary 
in 
Georgia 
when 
Stalin perpetrated his greatest 
crimes in the 19 30s. It was not 
Beria but the demented and sa­ 
distic Yezhov who was Stalin's 
tool then. 


In fact, there is considerable 
ev idence today that Beria was 
the most liberal official in Stal­ 
in’s entourage—if there is such 
a species as a liberal Commu­ 
nist. 


Stalin, Sv etlana writes, w-as in 
terrible agony until he g av e up 
his last breath. The man who 
had trusted no one all his life 
opened his ey es just before his 
death and suddenly raised his 
left hand, which was not par­ 
aly zed, pointing upwards to the 
sky . 


Was this the dictator’s last 
threatening gesture? Or did Sta­ 
lin, who once studied for the

Under normal condi­ 
tions the trip from Hanoi to 
Nam Dinh takes two hours, but 
with all the detours as a result 
of the bombing one is lucky to 
make it in five. 
One starts to see damaged 
roads and railways barely nine 
miles from Hanoi, the capital. 


Phu Ly, a town 35 miles from 
Hanoi, has been virtually 100 
per cent destroyed. Huge bomb 
craters around and inside the 
town, as well as on the roads 
and railroad tracks, give the 
area the likeness of a lunar 
landscape. 
Once 
a 
road or bridge 
is 
bombed, repair gangs descend 
on it like beavers, using mate­ 
rials 
piled 
up 
alongside 
the 
roads. 
Between 
Phu 
Ly 
and 
Nam Dinh 
I saw about a hun­ 
dred Vietnamese women in typi­ 
cal black pajamas and choco­ 
late brown trousers, carving out 
detour routes with their bare 
hands, without the aid of a sin­ 
gle piece of heavy road equip­ 
ment. 
Work goes on 
far into the 
night, with the women patiently 
laying out the pebbles on the 
roadbed like children meticu­ 
lously piecing together the parts 
of a jigsaw puzzle. 
North 
Vietnamese 
officials 
have told us that about 70 per 
1 cent of the agricultural force is 
composed of women. The same 
apparently holds 
true in 
the 
case of the road and railway re­ 
pair force. This means that the 
majority of able bodied men are 
tied down with defense and mili­ 
tary duties. 
This repair work is rough, but 
it is enough to withstand the 


j punishment 
of
